"My way of dealing with this issue is just being straightforward, as I deal 
with all of my issues which I believe are important. One, I just think it is horrible 
to sit down in here and the taxpayers have to run to the City to find out whether 
or not they are going to be blighting their land. I think it's horrible to have 
the staff of the Mayor's Office tell a taxpayer that no matter what you say, no 
matter what you do, Sharpe is going to blight this building. Now that happened. 
I think that it is horrible to basically go to the point of looking at the Law Department 
and having a legal opinion developed that I believe to be really kind of bogus. 
I have of yet to hear anything that says that an ordinance is inapplicable to the 
blight and redevelopment recommended by the Central Planning Board. I have never 
heard a legal opinion that Says it is inapplicable. The other fact I want to make 
very clear the Ordinance that was approved by me or developed by me in 1977, and 
was submitted, was voted on by all the members who are currently now on the Council 
with the exception of George Branch, Ronald Rice and Donald Payne. It's not a new 
ordinance, All it basically and simply says was that if you are going to blight 
an area you should at least notify the adjacent homeowners and I think that the 
question we are dealing with here tonight is that-the adjacent homeowners were- not 
notified and it was not an accidental process but in reality was one that was conspired 
to make sure that they were not notified. I'm not going to try in any way whatsoever 
to say that the actions in the Planning Board were thorough, efficent or professional. 
I just think that it would be better to just tell you that it was a “slop-job". 
Those people never listened to the residents; they didn't have anything whatsoever 
to say. They had the representative from the Law Department, who said that you 
don't have to notify people in the community, just reaffirm and what he said was 
what Glenn Grant said today. I just think that this City could only move forward 
working in concert with people. It's not going to move forward by working and having 
a disdain for people. A11 the people that I am talking to specifically relate to 
the blight declaration. All of my comments are related to the blight declaration 
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on One Grumman Avenue. I'm not dealing with the other ones even though I believe 

that a similar situation applies. Some of the people at the Planning Board who 

were here last night were dealing with other locations. I'm not totally familiar 

with all of them but I do know what has taken place in regard to notification and 
involving homeowners to participate. I'm hopeful, at least, that whatever has been 
said by the staff will in reality take place. I want to be very frank, I'm skeptical 
in that regard. But, I think my skepticism is directly related to the fact that 

this situation was done in the dark and then shammed out and then eventually had 

to come to light based on the effort of people just as myself. I'm not happy with 

the determination which I believe that the Council is going to make but you will 

have to live with that, not me. I feel very fine about my own particular position 

and I feel very sure that my position was right and that the people in the community 
were in support of that particular perspective. I hope that what you believe is 

true, is reality, that that building will be developed. I find it difficult, because 
I'm looking here at the designation of the developer and it says One Grumman Associates 
located in Hillside, New Jersey. There is no listing of Board of Directors who 

are members here. There are no pre-qualifications to let me know whether or not 

these people have had an interaction in developing housing in the past, but it's 

on the agenda and it's up for a vote so it depends on the majority vote of the Council. 
I have a right to pinpoint my concerns, I've done that and I'd like to thank my 
colleagues for giving the people from my community the opportunity to at least make 
representation on this issue.:'!

the Corporation Counsel's Office. 


If such newsrack is not claimed as provided in the Abandoned 
Property Law it shall be disposed of as provided by law. 


If any distributor violates this ordinance more than three (3) 
times in any twelve (12) month period regardless of the number 
of newsracks involved, he shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
as that term is defined in the Penal Law and subject to 
Punishment provided therein.

Any patron, purchaser or use of a newsrack who uses slugs or 
anything other than a coin of the proper denomination and valid 
in the United States, or who removes more newspapers or news 
periodicals than paid for, shall be deemed guilty of petit 
larceny. 

Anv person who vandalizes or otherwise interferes with a newsrack 
shall be charged accordingly.

(D) Notification Requirements and Pro- 
curement Process.

The transcript in connection with this matter was received June 5 and June 
25, 1987, and each Member of the Counci] was furnished with a copy of the transcript 
and other parts of the record. 


On June 23, 1987, the City Clerk notified the applicant, the applicant's 
attorney, the appellants and the objectors that an appeal in this matter would 
be heard by the Municipal Council at its regular meeting July 8, 1987, at 1:00 
P.M., in the Council Chamber, Second Floor, City Hall, Newark. 


President Martinez stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal from 
the decision of the Board of Adjustment in the matter of application for variance 
so as to permit in a 3rd Residence District construction of a one story office 
building with insufficient rear yard and private parking area for premises 110-112 
Pennington Street, Elliot Palmer, Applicant. We may hear argument only from the 
parties to the appeal, that is the person or persons who filed the appeal and 
the one who was granted the variance. Either party may be represented by an attorney. 
No testimony will be heard by. the Municipal Council, only argument based on the 


`> record. made before the Board of Adjustment . For the benefit of the parties who 


are not represented by an attorney, that means ‘that they may state the reasons 
for their position on the variance and they may point to testimony before the 
Board to support their position. However, they cannot bring in new testimony 
or other evidence. f 


This is the time and the place for the appeal to commence. 


MR. RONALD HUNT, ASHLEY AND CHARLES, ATTORNEY FOR THE APPLICANT, addressed 
the Municipal Council with respect to a proposed office building on the property 
on Pennington Street. He noted his client could build a multiple dwelling on 
this property without a variance, but has refrained from doing so. He noted his 
client wants only a small office building to house his employees and conduct business 
with his clients. 


MR. IRVING L. SOLONDZ, ATTORNEY FOR THE APPELLANT, stated an office building 
should be built in a commercial district. He noted the applicant has repaired 
vehicles on the street. He stated that in order that a variance be granted on 
a legal basis, special reasons must be considered. The property can be used for 
that for which it is zoned and no special reasons were given other than it is 
to the economic advantage of the applicant. The question is that this property 
is intended for multi-residence purposes and that is what should be granted. 

He opined that if the Board of Adjustment saw fit to a variance, they should have 


imposed reasonable conditions so that any business use would not intrude on the residences 


in this area. He appealed to the Members of the Council to deny this variance, 
but if the Council were to grant this variance, he requested there be reasonable 
conditions imposed restricting the use for true office purposes. 


President Martinez read the following: 


“Appellant herein, Mrs. Ella James, residing at 108 
Pennington Street, Newark, New Jersey, appeals from a 
decision of the Board of Adjustment of the City of Newark 
granting a variance in connection with the construction 
of a certain office building location on the north side 
of Pennington Street, between Hernon Street and New Jersey 
Railroad Avenue. 
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"The property in question is located in a Third 
Residence District pursuant to Newark's Zoning Ordinances 
which permits the following uses or structures:

(1) Presently, there is a vacant lot, approximately 
65' x 100' in size. The area within the 200 foot radius 
is composed principally of residential and industrial 
uses. St 


(2) Applicant employs Newark residents. 


(3) The granting of the variance will enable a viable 
business to remain in the City. 


(4) The proposed construction will add to` the 
aesthetics of the area without unwarranted intrusion 
into the neighborhood, and 


(5) The relief requested by the applicant can be 
granted without substantial detriment to the public good 
and without substantially impairing the intent and purpose 
of the Zone Plan and Zoning Ordinances of the ‘City of 
Newark. 


Pursuant to legislative authority; the Board of 
Adjustment shall have the power to permit a use or 
principal structure in a district restricted against 
such use or principal structure if there are "special 
reasons" and the relief can be granted "without substantial 
detriment to the public good and will not substantially 


impair the intent and purpose of the Zone Plan and Zoning 


Ordinance." . 


Under the present law, this Council, as the governing 
body, has the authority to make de novo review of the 
record established before the Board of Adjustment and 
reach its own decision in this matter, |subject only to 
the requirement that it's finding andi conclusion are 


supported by the record. K v wker, 174 N.J. 


Super 478 (App. Div. 1979), this Council is directly 

responsible to the citizenry and has the right to apply 

its own expertise and knowledge of the community and 

make a final evaluation based on the record created before 
e Board. 
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Applying such a standard of review the Council has 
reviewed the transcript of the hearing before the Board 
of Adjustment and make the following determinations. 


(1) The record reveals that the Board reasonably 
concluded from the evidence that the proposed construction 
would improve the aesthetics of the site by replacing 
a vacant lot with-a one story building with shrubbery . 
in the front and along the side of the property. 


There was testimony from two -residents who agreed 
that the proposed construction would enhance . the 
neighborhood by placing thereon aesthetically pleasing 
structure in a presently vacant area. 


The beautifying of an area and promotion of a 
desirable visual environment is a proper "special reason" 
for the granting of a variance. 


In addition, the determination that the granting 
of the variance will enable a viable business to remain 
in the City amounts to the promotion of the general welfare 
which is another special reason for granting the variance. 


(2) The Board specifically found that the proposed 
construction would not substantially impair the interest 
and purpose of the zoning plan in the area which is 
presently one of mixed uses. This conclusion is supported 
by the testimony that there is a truck terminal, a fish 


market and various factories in the area, including one 
at the intersection of Pennington and Hermon which is 
presently under construction. (Transcript pages. 2, 
4, and 6) (Councilman! s personal knowledge of the area). 


' The record further indicates that the majority ‘of 

the working staff will not be working in the office for 

“most of the day. Thus, there is no evidence that the 

proposed construction will detrimentally affect the parking 
and/or traffic conditions of the area. 


Finally, there was no actual proof supporting 
appellant's assertion that the proposed building will 
have a deleterious effect on the value of her property.

According to the 
factual findings contained in the variance, the restaurant will provide 15-20 
parking spaces on an existing paved portion of the lot. However, a site inspection 
by my staff indicates that only a portion of the lot must be paved. Even with 

this additional paving, I do not believe the area can accommodate 15-20 vehicles 
but feel approximately 10 vehicles is a more reasonable number. Additionally, 
paving of this present grassy area will increase storm water run-off from the 

site and this may adversely affect adjoining property owners. As such, it is 

my opinion, that this area shall be properly graded and a storm water collection 
system be incorporated at the site. (i.e. Catch basins). 


The existing depressed driveway at Boylan Street shall be reconstructed as it 
is presently in poor condition. 


The shrubbery buffer at the perimeter of the parking area shall be of an evergreen 
type and shall be planted at a minimum initial height of 4 feet to provide an 
immediate screen. . 


With regards to traffic impact on the area, the documentation reviewed did not 
provide enough information regarding projected traffic volume and patterns nor 
expected number of patrons at the restaurant. As such, it is difficult to assess 
the traffic impact on the area due to this project. However, as the owner of 

the property spaces at the site, one can conclude that the proposed use of the 
property will result in substantially more traffic in the area, which effects 
could be detrimental to this residential neighborhood."

After all testimony was presented, the Board of 
Adjustment adopted a Resolution, dated May 27, 1987, 
approving the application subject to two (2) conditions.

= (3) Parking in the garage takes vehicles off the 
Street in an area where parking is a problem; 


The Board further determined that the:relief requested 
by the Applicants, Marlene and Ralph Malavarca, can be 
‘granted. without ` substantially -impairing  .the intent -and 
purpose of the Zone Plan and Zoning Ordinances of the 
City of Newark based on the following reasons: 


(1) The granting `of the. variance. will alleviate 
the parking problem in.the area, and . l 


(2) The conditions, i.e. that the’ use is. limited 
to only three self-service trucks for a period of - two 
years, will serve to protect the area. 


Thus, the Board concluded that the applicant had 
established reasons for the granting of the variance 
and that the relief can be granted without substantial 
detriment to the public good or impairment of the intert 
and purpose of the Zoning Ordinance.

3. Even though Pepe Sons, Inc. contract with 
the newspaper might constitute 30% of its business and 
7 out of 15 of its Newark employees might work on that 
account: neither the account nor the employee's jobs were 
contingent upon the trucking firm's supply contract. If 
the trucking firm lost its contract because it could not 
warehouse the paper in the lot, that event would not impact 
on Pepe's separate contract with the paper. 


ef 4. The nonconforming usage was "per se" a 
mek detriment to the health and safety of the community. 
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5. The community had been inconvenienced by 
the existing nonconforming usage as evidenced by the 
testimony of the objectors.
